JUDGE GORDON DE- 
FIES NIGHT RIDERS 

A special from Madison villn to 
the Courier Journal dated Oct. 
6th, says : 

"There are not enough 'poisom 
hooters' or "night riders' this 
ride of hell to prevent justice 
being meted out to the prepetra- 
tors of this outrage if the guilty 
parties are indicted and brought 
before this court" declared Judge 
J. F. Gordon in delivering spec- 
ial instructions to the grand jury 
bare this morning, following the 
dynamiting of a negro cabin at 
Nortonville, in which one was 
killed and three others injured, 

According to information here 
regarding the latest outrage in 
Hopkins countv, which occured 
at Nortonville this morning at 2 
o'clock "reRolators" about ten 
days ago had sent a stick of dy- 
namite, some cartridges and mat- 
«hes to Charlie Day wsrning bim 
to have the county. It was 
claimed the negro had been op- 
erating a disorderly house and 
boot-legging joint. Day moved 
out of the louse late Monday af- 
ternoon and a uegro family nam- 
ed Catbron moved in Tuesday af- 
ternoon. The place was dyua- 
mited this morniug. Will C«th- 
ron, aged about 20, being killed 
and Will Purdue being badly iu- 
jured. One room of the resi- 
dence was destroyed. 

Sheriff Logan was sent for, and 
securing bloodbounls, attempted 
to trail the parties, the dogs fol 
lowing the trail to where the par- 
ties mounted horses, it being ev- 
ident ti^t several were in the 
crowd, The Hopkins County 
court has authorized a reward of 
$200 for the am it of the parties, 
and the Qovernment will t>l«> be 
asked to offer a similar amount. 

Circuit Court has been in ses- 
sion for ten days. Ai soon as 
court convened this morning 
Judge Gordon cslled in the grand 
jury and delivered special in- 
structions to them regarding the 
crime. He insisted that every- 
thing be dropped and that a 
thorough investigation of the 
tragedy be made, assuring the 
jury that if it was necessary to 
call a special term he would glad- 
ly do so, and that steps mu«t be 
made to put down this laal ss- 
ness. 

"Exhaust every effort through 
**>" ' w and, if we can't reach 
tuem then, there's a militia, and 
if the militia fails, 1 am ready to 
lead a righteous mob to surpress 
this lawlessness," he declared. 
The negro killed was employed 
at a coal mine at Nortonville. 
The negro the "regulators" were 
after has left tbe county, it is 
announced. 

Later, a reward of $500 has 
sinoe beeu offered by tbe State 
and the Norton Coal Mining Co, 
have hNo offered a reward of 
$200, this m addition to the $200 
offered by the county makes an 
aggregate of $900. The neuro, 
Will Purdue, who was badly in- 
jured, has been >ent to his home 
in Clarksville, Tenn. Hue n 1 -. 
tiou is still serious and his re- 
covery doubtful.

Operating 
reveuuea amounted to $51,860,1491, sv 
decrease of $1,818,746. The road, tbe 
report savs, earned 6.76 peroent on 
Ita $78 000,000 capitalisation aa com- 
pared with 9.118 perueut the previous 
fiscal year. 

The great shrinkage In operating 
reveuuea, the report cites, was due 
lanrely to the effect produced by tbe 
European war upou tbe price and 
eonaumption of the produota and 
manufacturers of tbe territory serv- 
ed by the road, aod also to the c>u- 
s< queut decrease II passeuger travei.
